A salute to Jackie Robinson, noted 
former college athlete and now the 
Brooklyn Dodgers* star second base­ 
man. for his inspiring declaration of 
faith in our country before the Un- 
American Activities comm ittee of 
the House of Representatives. 
T hat 
declaration 
constitutes 
a 
moving human document—a notable 
chapter in the history of our trou­ 
bled times It was a difficult task for 
this young negro to take the stand 
and voice an opinion regarding Paul 
Robeson’s statem ent in Paris th at 
American 
negroes 
wouldn’t 
fight 
against 
Russia because 
they love 
that, country so much. 
Robinson had been urged by many 
people, mostly Communists, not to 
comply with the committee's request 
that he appear before it. W hy then 
did he do it? In his straight-forw ard 
way he told the congressmen it 
wasn't easy to find the answer, but 
he guessed “it 
boils 
down 
to 
a 
sense of responsibility,” 
Jackie said that if Robeson made 
the statement attributed to him, it 
sounded “very silly.” The witness de­ 
clared 
that 
“most 
negroes—and 
Italians and Irish and Jews and 
Swedes and Slavs and other Amer­ 
icans—would act as all these groups 
did in the last war. They’d do their 
best to help their country stay out 
of the war; if unsuccessful they’d 
do their best to help their country 
win the war—against Russia or any 
other enemy th at threatened us.” 
But this declaration of loyalty was 
by no means all to be gotten out of 
Jackie s testimony. Under it all ap­ 
peared to be an undercurrent of 
faith that America’s internal racial 
problems were on the way to solu­ 
tion. He didn’t evade this delicate 
issue in hts testimony. For instance; 
"I don’t pretend to be an expert 
on Communism or any other kind 
of a political ism. x x x but you can 
put me down as an expert on being 
a colored 
American, with 
thirty 
years of experience ai it. And just 
like any other colored person with 
sense enough to look around and 
understand what he sees. I know 
that lire in these United States can 
be mighty tough for people who are 
a little different from the m ajority— 
in their skin, color or the way that 
they worship their God, or the way 
they spell their names ” 
Neither Jackie nor anyone else 
can say at this juncture how the 
great and complicated racial prob­ 
lem can be solved W hat we do know 
is that it must be solved—and who 
dares say that this task is im­ 
possible for a nation which is a lead­ 
ing exponent of good-will among 
men. It certainly can’t be done by 
force.

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RUSSIANS SAY 
ITALY INDUCED 
TO BREAK WORD 


London, July 20 </P>—Russia ac­ 
cused the big three western powers 
today of getting Italy to violate the 
terms of her peace treaty by inviting 
her to sign the North Atlantic pact. 
The Moscow radio said that in 
notes to the United States, Britain, 
France and 
Italy herself, Russia 
has charged th a t Italy had violated 
the terms of her peace treaty when 
she signed the Atlantic document 
by invitation of the big three. 
Expected To Ratify 
The Soviet Union sent the notes 
in the midst of Italian debate on 
ratification of the Atlantic charter, 
Ratification currently is under dis­ 
cussion in Italy’s cham ber ol depu­ 
ties where a m ajority of Christian 
Democrats is expected to win quick 
approval. 
In the Italian Senate, the Christ­ 
ian Democrats, largest group In that 


body are expected to gain backing 
from Liberals and anti-Com munist 
Socialists to insure ratification. 
“Aimed At Russia” 
The Soviet note charged th at the 
North Atlantic treaty is an aggres­ 
sive instrum ent aimed at Russia and 
the ‘‘Peoples’ Democracies.” 
Italy signed a peace treaty with 
the big four and 16 other nations 
in Paris, on February IO, 1947. She 
signed the North Atlantic pact in 
W ashington last April 4 along with 
the U. S., Britain, France and eight 
other nations. 
The Russian note said th at in 
joining this alliance Italy broke the

There s a note ol modernity in the 
style of “The Tipton.” a 3-bedroom 
house design by the Home of the 
Week Plan Service. Yet tins low, 
crisp white dwelling lacks the radical 
lines which make so many so-called 
‘‘m odern’’ homes inappropriate 
to 
the average residential 
neighbor­ 
hood. 
The low-built features of The T ip­ 
ton mean economy in m aintainance, 
for the ordinary handvm an-owner 
| could carry out his own repainting 
and repair work on such a home. In 


I these days of high labor costs, this 


I is a point worthy of consideration, 
i 
The house has an over-all m eas­ 
ure of 35 x 35 feet. Thus a 50-foot 
I front lot would be necessary as a 
minimum site. A corner location was 
; chosen lur the example pictured. 
Here the exterior walls were wide 


I clapboards, painted white; a good 
contrast for the black asphalt shin­ 
gled roof. Walls could be stuccoed, 
shingled or of masonry construction 
if desired. 
Cubage of this house is 22,800 feet. 
Has Sm all Entry Hall 
A stock pattern front door with 
glazed top panels opens into a small, 
square* entry hall which gets addi­ 
tional light from a porthole-type 
window. There is a coat closet in 
the hail opposite the front door. At 
the right un open archway looks in 
on the 18 x 12-foot living room. The 
narrow inside wall of this room con­ 
tains a fireplace flanked by built-in 
bookcases. The large picture window 
on the front of the house floods the 
room with daylight. The long inside 
wall is broken only by a door leading 
to an L shaped rear hall. 
Bedrooms and bathroom are off 
this hall A linen closet, clothes closet 
and broom closet are located in the 
hall area. 
The bedrooms are 13 pc ll. 12 x ll 
and 12 x 7 leet. The two larger rooms 
I each have windows on two exposures 
and extra large clothes closets. The

age closet. 
The small bedroom, which could 
j be used as a den. has a double win­ 
dow looking out to the rear yard

Clear select 
grades may not be required except 
for exposed shelving or trim. 
Soft wood comes in even lengths 
of 8 to 20 feet, and in I-, 2-, and 
3-inch thicknesses. 
The first dimension in lumber is 
the thickness, second is width, and 
third the length Thus a 2"x4”xl2' 
is a piece of lumber 2 inches thick, 
4 inches wide, 12 feet long and con­ 
tains 8 board feet Most lumber is 
sold by the board foot which is the 
equivalent of I" thick, I' wide and I' 
long. Molding is sold by the linear 
foot and plywood by the square foot. 
To simplify m atters for homeowners, 
many dealers are pricing 
lumber 
items by the linear foot. 


‘Disappearing Stairs’ 
Add To Floor Space 


Of particular interest to the own­ 
er of a small home where every toot 
of splice must be put to use are “dis­ 
appearing stairs,” whiah may be 
used to connect the attic with the 
rest of the house. 
Saving valuable floor space other- 
, wise necessary for a built-in .stair­ 
way, the “disappearing Stairs” oper­ 
ate on a counterbalance plan and 
are lowered from the attic only when 
needed. They are especially valuable 
in homes where the attic is used only 
lor storage and the stairs are sel­ 
dom used.

dow, at the left of the .swinging door 
from Uie dining room, Beyond tills 
nook, a U-shaped working counter 
and sink, with wall cabinets above, 
fills the wall space, ending at the 
service entry on the rear of the 
house. Beside this door another door 
closes off a landing at the head of 
the cellar stairs. R efrigerator and 
stove are lined against the rooms 
inside wall by this door. A door to 
the rear hall opens at the right of 
the stove’s location.

Tile full cellar of The Tipton will 
have the heating plant placed under 
the small bedroom or den. and laun­ 
dry 
facilities under

kitchen. 
Space beneath the living room could 
be pardoned off into a recreation 
room. 
In some locations, it m ight be pos­ 


sible to limit cellar excavation to the 
area under the den, kitchen, dining 
and living rooms; with partial ex­ 
cavation made under the two larger 
bedrooms. 
Full insulations of ceiling area and 
walls is advised for a house such 
as this. The architect also suggests a 
location th at faces from west to 
northeast.
